Withdrawal Extension ? 


At the last meeting of the 
Student Academic Affairs 
Committe on Tuesday, February 
9, a motion was passed which 
reads to the effect that the last 
day to withdraw from classes will 
be extended to ten academic days 
after the mailing of mid-term 
marks. The motion was passed 
by an almost unanimous vote by 
the members of the committee. 


The policy, as it stands now, 
has affixed to the last day to 
withdraw from a class without 
penalty to thirty academic days 
after the beginning of the 
semester. This means that 
March 17 is the last dav to 
withdraw this semester. If one 
checks the academic calendar, it 
becomes evident that this is the 
same day that mid-semester 
ends. Thus, the actual extension 
is approximately two weeks. 


Although this period seems 


relatively short, the implications 
of the extension would be 
significant. First, the student 
would have a definite idea as to 
the progress he is making in the 
course, and drop it if he felt the 
need to. Second, the mark sheet 
itself would serve the student as a 
reminder that the set date is 
drawing near. Thirdly, chances 
of getting a WF would be greatly 
reduced. In general, the rationale 
behind the committees’ decision 
is that this change would offer the 
student a maximum amount of 
information upon which to base 
an important decision. 


The measure must now go 
through the Steering Committee 
and the Academic Council before 
it becomes policy. Let us all hope 
that this needed change is acted 
upon and passed in time to be 
effective this semester.

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The Ski Scene 


If you have never skied down a 
hillside at a break-neck speed on 
a crisp, moonlit, winter’s night, 
you don’t know what you are 
missing. Baby, the thrill is 
UNREAL! If you have never 
tried skiing at all, you have my 
sympathy. Why not get into this 
invigorating sport this year by 
doing what I did? Learn to ski at 
Indian Head Ski Area in East 
Pepperell, Mass. 

Indian Head’s Egon 
Zimmermann Ski School features 
the relatively new Graduated 
Length Method of teaching. In 
the GLM — which, in my opinion, 
is the easiest, quickest, and 
safest way to learn to ski — one 
begins on 3-foot skis and works 
his way up to skis that are his 
appropriate length. With short 
skis, you don’t get as tired and 
frustrated as you would by 
learning on long, cumbersome 
skis. 

The GLM at Indian Head 
employs Head Skis and consists 
of 5 lessons for $15.00 plus $5.00 
for each time the skis are rented. 
Each lesson is one to two hours in 
length depending on the number 
of persons participating. For one 
or two people the lesson is one 
hour long, but three or more 
people receive two hour lessons. 


The first lesson is spent getting 
the beginner accustomed to the 
strange new objects on his feet 
and includes learning to walk, 
straight running, turns out of the 
fall line, short and long turns, and 
use of the lift. 

In the second lesson, the novice 
reviews and refines his first 
lesson work. 

Lesson three involves 
traversing and uphill christies. 
The pupil may graduate to 5-foot 
skis in this lesson depending on 
his progress. 


The student usually reviews 
and repeats-his third lesson work 
in lesson four and may also begin 
to use poles. He will also advance 
to 5-foot skis in the fourth lesson. 

On the 5-foot skis or regular 
length skis, the student practices 
using poles in the traverse, uphill 
christies, parallel turns out of the 
fall line, and wide-track parallel 
turns in lesson five. 


Although Indian Head is closed 
for maintenance on Monday, 
lessons may be taken Tuesday 
through Sunday at 10 A.M., noon, 
or 2P.M. Lifts include two T-bars 
and a rope tow. Snow-making 
machines: also insure that the 
area provides good fo excellent 
skiing conditions. 


So c’mon, make it to Indian 
Head Ski Area and see Rick; Ben, 
Joe, Marion, N.E.C.C.’s own 
Frank Heidenrich or any of the 
other professional instructors. Or 
talk to kind-hearted manager 
John Nightingale about signing 
up for the GLM. Questions can be 
answered by calling 433-2249. 

To reach Indian Head from 
Lowell or Lawrence, take route 
495 South to the route 3, Nashua 
exit. When you pass Sanders 
Associates Inc., Tyngsboro on the 
right, the highway becomes the 
Everett Turnpike. From the 
turnpike, take exit 5w, route 111- 
West, Dunstable-Pepperell. Stay 
on 111-West for about six miles. 
Indian Head will be on the right. 

Skiing is a super sport. Bob 
Beattie, former coach of the U.S. 
Olympic Ski Team, puts it this 
way: “Skiing is fun. It means 
speed — the exhilaration of 
moving over terrain far faster 
than a man can run. Skiing is also 
a sport of discovery and change. 
There are millions of fellow 
skiers to be met; thousands ‘of 
trails to be tested; hundreds of 
ski areas to be found, and dozens 
of ski countries to be visited.”” My 
only regret is that I waited far too 
long before getting involved.
